Two gold stars in the Service Flag of the faculty of R. U. H. S. honor the memory of Major Frank E. Ribbel 
and Lieutenant Joseph H. Raine . . . our cherished friends, who fell in combat during the past year. 


MAJOR RIBBEL had been with us twelve years before leaving for 
service in 1942. During that time, he coached many championship 


teams and became well known for his skill in football tactics. His 
over-seas service in the coast artillery was in the Pacific areas. Last 
February in maneuvers on Luzon in the Philippines, Major Ribbell 
volunteered to undertake the very dangerous mission of directing, 
from an airplane, the artillery fire of our ground troops. This mission 
he performed successfully, flying low for observation purposes, keep- 
ing our men informed of the range and objec- 
tive, and thus saving great loss of life in our 
ranks. As his mission was completed, his plane 


crashed into a hill, since named in his honor 
Ribbel Ridge. 


The jaunty walk, the wide-smile, the cheer- 
ful greeting we shall no longer see or hear, 
but a happy memory will long remain with 
those who knew Coach Ribbel. 


LIEUTENANT RAINE came to R. U. H. S. to fill the vacancy in the 
coaching staff which Frank Ribbel had left. His time with us was all 
too short — only 11 months, for he, too, was called to the colors. His 
friendliness and genial manner endeared him to both students and 
faculty members. After completing his training in the Army Air Corps, 
he was assigned to the European area. There he had flown many 
missions when he was reported missing last September. His death 
was reported in December. 


Though he was with us such.a brief time, Joe Raine made many, 
many friends, who admired him for his fine sportsmanship, his keen 
sense of humor, and the valiant spirit with which he went forth to do 
his part in the horrible game of war.
